To Live Will Get 
Best Medical Care 


PHILADELPHIA. Nov. 9 (J’— 
The Pennsylvania Medical So­ 
ciety today promised “the best 
the profession can offer” toward 
prolonging the life of an eight- 
year-old girl who has been given 
only a year to live. 
Dr. Gilson Colby Engle, presi­ 
dent of the society, said yester­ 
day he had received a letter 
from the child’s father. Edward 
J. Hickey. Jr.. Pomeroy, Pa., 
begging for suggestions of “any 
scientific means” to help his 
daughter. Hope, a rheumatic 
fever victim. 
Dr. Engle said he had mailed 
an immediate reply to the wor­ 
ried father. 
Hickey, in hi* letter to Dr. 
Eng ie asked him to recommend 
“surgery or any other scientific 
means where even the slightest 
possibility of saving or prolong­ 
ing the child's life exists.” 
“The chances of success, I 
know. are one in 999. However, 
for the sake of my child and 
all those who are or will be 
stricken, it i* a chance that 
must be taken,” Hickey wrote.

Mayor And Council 


At a conference yesterday, the 
Mayor and Council approved a traf­ 
fic survey, designed to make the 
city eligible for federal and state 
aid and give an overall picture oi 
the city's traffic problems. 
Approval of the traffic survey 
followed an informal discussion of 
proposed street paving projects and 
their 
cost. 
Under 
the 
law. 
the 
survey would make the city eligible 
to receive state and federal 
aid 
amounting to 50 per cent of to.-: 
on its street projects. 
Cost of the survey would also be 
shared. The overall cost is expected 
to be in the neighborhood of $17.000 
with the city paying approximately 
$4.000. and the remainder to be 
paid by the federai government and 
state. As explained at a conference 
here in July, the survey cost is pro­ 
rated. 25 per cent to the city. 25 
per cent to the state and 50 per 
cent federal. 
When the survey will actually 
start depends on when state of­ 
ficials can come here for a confer­ 
ence. Mayor Thomas S. Post said 
he will write to state officials and 
ask them to come here at an early 
date. 
In July, George N. Lewis, Jr., ot 
the State Roads Commission, and 
F. W. Lovejoy, of the Public Roads 


Administration, met with the Mayoi 
and Council to point out the ad­ 
vantages of the survey. 
At 
that 
time, the group agreed that park­ 
ing and narrow streets are the city's 
chief problems. 
Y e s t e r d a y t h e possibility of 
transferring Route 220 to Frederick 
Street 
from 
Bedford Street was 
broached. The possibility of having 
outgoing traffic use Frederick and 
incoming traffic on Bedford Street 
was also discussed. 
The latter project is regarded as 
standing a good chance for federal 
funds if Frederick Street is widened 
at certain points. 
Lewis told the council in July 
that th ° purpose of the survey is 
not 
to make suggestions but to 
determine the flow of traffic. To 
determine where the flow is heaviest 
motorists are stopped and asked 
where they are going and over what 
route. 
Local street improvements do not 
enter into the state and federal 


aid 
possibility, that phase 
bein; j 
designed to aid the flow ol foreign 
tra\el which would, in turn, rolievi 1 
congestion in the city. 
The survey approved by t he coun- I 
cil yesterday will take about three 
weeks. 
Police will be needed to 
stop motorists. In addition to fivej 
or six local officers, approximately 
30 persons would be employed unde? j 
five or six supervisors from the! 
State Roads Commission. 
Finance Commissioner William H j 
Buchholtz said that if federal andj 
state aid is obtained on the street 
projects, there will be no need for 
bond issues. State gasoline alloca­ 
tions will be sufficient to cover the 
cost, he said.

ha ppen here.

sponsible for conta m ina ting the air should be required 
to cea se pra ctices which lead to it.

ordina nces ha ve become a necessity for every industria l 
com m unity.

Cumberland is fortuna te to ha ve 
one on its sta tute books.

Herp es zoster is n ot difficu lt to 
diagn ose after the typ ical rash oc­ 
cu rs. Bu t the victim is u su ally u l 
for three or fou r days befoic die 
blemishes arise an d it is du rin g this 
p eriod that p hysician an d p atien t 
are frequ en tly at a loss as to what 
is wron g. The tem p eratu re is gen er­ 
ally elevated, the in dividu al feels 
fatigu ed an d Is botherd with n eu ­ 
ralgialike p ain s over the in volved 
n erves. Soon er or later, p ain fu l an d 
ten der blisters make their ap p ear­ 
an ce alon g the lin e exten din g from 
the origin of the n erve in the back 
arou n d to the fron t. The lesion s 
last for a few’ days, ru p tu re, an d a 
cru st forms over the

sores. The latter fall off u ltimately, 
leavin g scars as telltale eviden ce of 
the disease.

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Let's Get On With Task 
Of Banishing City Smoke 
By railing lo approve the appointment of a deputy 
director of smoke control, members of the City Council 
ha%*e further delayed honest and sincere enforcement 
of Cumberland’s ordinance. 
Tile appointment was 
fought by Mayor Post but his order was delayed one 
week. at least, when Commissioner Reynolds questioned 
the necessity of naming an assistant to Director 
Hitchcock. 
Probably Mr. Reynolds, as well as other members 
of Council, desired a little time to consider the matter, 
and that the appointment may be forthcoming at the 
rex: meeting of the Council. 
But the tossing of su ch 
obstacles in the way of a start toward full enforce­ 
ment of the law should not be continued. 
To do so 
could very well lead to the conclusion that efforts to 
cleanse the Cumberland air are not to receive the 
wholehearted support of city officials. 
If it were possible for the director of the smoke 
control ordinance to give his undivided attention to 
Its enforcement there might be some basis for Com­ 
missioner Reynolds’s comment. 
But it should be 
remembered that Director Hitchcock was brought here 
primarily as water superintendent and that the smoke 
control task was an added responsibility. 
To expect 
him to give both job.1' the efficient attention they 
require, without the aid of a capable assistant, is 
quite unreasonable. One or the other, or 
both, 
will suffer and the de.sired results shall not be forth­ 
coming. 
Both are vital to the health and welfare 
c f the community and the people of Cumberland will 
not tolerate neglect of either. 
Tile delays toward 
smoke control have been too many, but now that the 
organization for carrying out the ordinance has about 
been completed the City Council should not further 
hamstring those who have been delegated the task of 
getting on with its enforcement. 
Cumberland is not the only city to demand that 
greater efforts be made to harness smoke, grime and 
soot 
New York's Mayor O Dwyer Is preparing a con­ 
certed drive for smoke abatement, while Baltimore 
residents are asking why better results are not being 
cbtained under that city's anti-smoke ordinance. P ro o f 
that concerted action can secure smoke control has 
been furnished by a number of cities, the mast recent 
being Pittsburgh, where results have been substantial, 
even startling. 
Risking the chance of being branded alarmists, we 
fee! that attention should be called to the tragedy 
which befell Donora, Pennsylvania, when toxic “smog** 
brought death to 19 persons. 
While the charge has 
been made that the air was poisoned by chemicals 
thrown off by an industrial plant, that fact has not 
ret been fully established. 
But the fact that some­ 
thing in the air was responsible for that tragedy is 
not denied, and it Is warning enough that it could 
happen here. 
It Is not enough to move in on a situation after 
people begin to complain. 
Tile cause .should be Te­ 
rr *ved or curtailed once and for all and those re­ 
sponsible for contaminating the air should be required 
to cease practices which lead to it. 
Anti-smoke 
ordinances have become a necessity for every industrial 
community. 
These actually are anti-pollution ordi­ 
nances, for ma^t of them regulate fumes and dusts 
as well as smoke. 
Cumberland is fortunate to have 
m e on its statute books. 
But it isn't worth the paper 
It is written on unless it is enforced. 
Tile Mayor and 
City Council should open the way by helping, rather 
than obstructing, a start toward that goal.

This site is close to the spot where 
the polio virus does its damage. For 
this reason, some authorities call 
herpes zoster “acute posterior polio­ 
myelitis*’ in contrast to Infantile 
paralysis, which Is acute anterior 
poliomyelitis. The two disorders are 
caused by related organisms which 
settle in an area less than one-half 
inch apart and bring on symtoms 
that are entirely different. More­ 
over. the causative virus of shingles 
is identical with that 
producing 
chicken pox and many instances 
have been recorded in which an 
adult exposed to a youngster with 
chicken pox developed shingles and 
vice versa. 
• 
• 
• 
Herpes zxxster is not difficult to 
diagnose after the typical rash oc­ 
curs. But the victim is usually ill 
for three or four days before the 
blemishes arise and it is during this 
period that physician and patient 
are frequently at a loss as to what 
is wrong. The temperature is gener­ 
ally elevated, the individual feels 
fatigued and Is botherd with neu- 
raigialike pains over the involved 
nerves. Sooner or later, painful and 
tender blisters make their appear­ 
ance along the line extending from 
the origin of the nerve in the back 
around to the front. The lesions 
last for a few days, rupture, and a 
crust forms over the remaining 
sores. The latter fall off ultimately, 
leaving scars as telltale evidence of 
the disease. 
Any nerve can be attacked but 
when the structures leading to the 
eyes are involved, the condition is 
dangerous. Tile affected area is 
exquisitely tender and now and then 
discomfort persists long after the 
skin manifestations disappear. Tile 
ailment favors the overworked and 
Hie ill, often complicating leucemia, 
influenza, encephalitis, tuberculosis, 
and malignancies. Also susceptible 
are individuals who are receiving 
“shots” of arsenic, bismuth, gold, 
iodides, etc., but it is not clear 
whether a relationship exists be­ 
tween the two or the affair is co­ 
incidental. 
• — • — • 
In most cases, distress can be 
controlled with pain-killing drugs 
and by applying a soothing salve or 
lotion such as calamine with phenol 
Flexible collodion forms a protec­ 
tive coating over the blisters, which 
lessens irritation. 
Every 
attempt 
should be made to keep the erup­ 
tion dry as healing is thus encour­ 
aged. If this regimen is unsuccess­ 
ful. many other remedies are avail­ 
able including cobra venom. X-ray 
therapy, injections of pituitary ex­ 
tract, and sodium iodide. Large 
amounts of vitamin B 
(thiamin 
chloride* have proved helpful. Pro­ 
caine can be injected into the nerve 
but since relief is usually tempor­ 
ary, this treatment must be repeat­ 
ed from time to time. The residual 
pains which plague some sufferers 
for months or years are not easy to 
control and. as a last resort, surgery 
may be required

No pro­ 
fessional commentators to my k now­ 
led ge told any one s6 . 
Appropriately , the d egree of hu ­ 
mility of each commentator matched 
almost precisely the d egree of his 
error. The m an who had the most 
to answer for was Fu lton Lewis jr., 
who went far bey ond the other 
commentators and had pred icted 
Repu blican v ictories in states where 
mast observ ers foresaw a seesaw 
battle. 
Lewis fu lly ad mitted his 
wrongness at the opening of his 
fifteen minu te comment Wed nesd ay 
night and closed by read ing tele­ 
grams in which a nu mber of his 
listeners inv ited him to d rop d ead , 
to throw himself into the Chesa­ 
peak e Riv er and to go soak his head 
in a v inegar barrel. 


Ou t of the wreck age Lewis salv ­ 
aged a few cru mbs of comfort. The 
sou thern Democrats and the Repu b­ 
licans still in Congress seemed su ffi­ 
cient, he pred icted — getting right 
ou t on that limb again—to block 
repeal of the Taft-H artley law, price 
control and other social legislation.! 
Lowell Thomas mad e haste on his ¡ 
program to point ou t that he had 
nev er 
pred icted 
the 
election 
of \ 
Thomas E. Dewey , that he had ju st j 
passed along the opinions of others. 
He ad mitted , howev er, that if he 
had mad e a pred iction, he’d hav e 
been as wrong as ev ery one else. 
Elmer Dav is’s genu flection to his 
misled pu blic seemed more sensible 
and 
sincere than 
any one 
else’s. 
“Any of u s,” he said , ‘who analy ze 
news on the rad io or in the papers 
m u st hesitate to try to offer any ex ­ 
planation to a pu blic which remem­ 
bers too well the lu cid and con­ 
v incing ex planations we all offered 
d ay before y esterd ay of why Dewey 
had it in the bag. We hav e all beat- 1 
en ou r breasts and heaped ashes on 
ou r head s since then bu t we prob­ 
ably still look pretty foolish a nd , 


had better not stick ou r neck s ou t 
for awhile again.'’ 
H. V. Kaltenborn ru mbled along 
for fifteen minu tes withou t say ing 
any thing that cou ld be constru ed 
as apology thou gh he had certainly 
stru ng along with the rest of the 
boy s on the pre-election forecast. 
Kaltenborn closed with a sentence 
I hav en’t figu red ou t y et: “Cheer 
u p y ou losers,” he said . “It isn’t as 
bad as y ou think .”

wond er what goes on in H. V. Kal- 
tenbom ’s mind . 


The ex planations as to why Pres­ 
id ent Tru m an won were almost as 
id entical as the pre-election pred ic­ 
tion that he wou ld n’t.
